When you have one of tho old fash­ 
ioned walnut parlor chairs with carved 
legs you can. with the addition of a 
kitchen chair, make a neat window 
seat or couch for a den. 
Remove upholstering and springs 
from the parlor chair. This forms the 
back, which you saw off. and attach 
the front logs to a hollow square 
which makes the frame for seat. Caw 
off the pair of front legs just where 
they are joined to side strip, leaving 
what were the front legs and front of 
seat intact. 
Saw off the back piece 
of the square where it joins the sides 
and you have the back legs, separated, 
but each is attached to the side piece 
which formerly connected them with 
the front.

W ar Department Wants to Encourage 
Expert Marksmen.

Washington. — Announcement 
la 
made at the war department that en­ 
listed men qualified as expert rifle­ 
men are entitled to three dollars a 
month and those qualified as marks­ 
men to one dollar a month, in addi­ 
tion to their pay, from tho date of 
qualification to the close of the next 
succeeding target year; provided, that 
during that time they continue to be 
members of an organization armed 
with the rifle or to re-enllst In such 
an organization within three months 
from the date of their discharge. 
If a soldier, having qualified as an 
expert rifleman, fails in the next suc­ 
ceeding regular practice season to 
again qualify as such, he will be enti­ 
tled to the classification and pay of 
a sharpshooter until the close of the 
next succeeding target year following 
his failure to qualify. 
The extension 
of time In which a soldier may quali­ 
fy la not to exceed three years. Quali­ 
fication can not be made in the coast 
artillery nor in bands of any ara of 
the service.

Pasadena Cal —Scores of angry cit- 


izens have made conplalnt to the au 
tboritles that bees and flies intox

of each cup and tbe custard can be 
turned out in a firm even shape Have 
ready a sweet jelly which you have 
melted oier tbe flre. or else some 
fresh fruit juice strained and flavored 
Pour this over the custard molds as 
a sauce and serve cold

Detroit, Mich—George J Schwartz, 


aged 31, died after living ten months 
without any bones on the right side ot 
bis body, lying fiat on his back during 
the entire time, his fight against death 
for nearly a year providing a new won 
der for the world of medicine 


Mr Schwartz was afflicted with a 


tumor three } ears ago He underwent 
an operation 
This was unsuccessful 


and three other operations followed 
within the two )ears following Last 
summer his condition became so seri 
ous that his physicians decided an- 
other operation was all that could pro- 
long his HCe 


A like attempt had never been per 


formed 
Physicians found that all tho 


bones on the right side ot the trunk 
were diseased and must be removed 
to Insure a continuance of life. Tho 
operation was held Oct 3 last at tbe 
Detroit sanitarium, and was witnessed 
by physicians from all over Michigan, 
"medical student* and members ot the- 
medical profession 
from adjoining 


states 
'AH tbe ribs on the right side, 


the collar bone, the breastbone, part 
ot the hip and shoulder blade were re- 
moved and tbe patient was left with- 
out any frame for his right side 


Mr Schwartz recovered, but was 


never able to lie in any other position 
than on hia back. HI* fortitude was 
declared marvelous by all physicians 
tinder whose notice the patient earn*. 
No OM who witnessed the operation 


thought he would survive 
For some 


time past hi* death was momentarily 
expected, but he constantly rallied un- 
til the battle against the anal end had 
exhausted all strength.
